Gentlemen, 


In  the  absence  of  Dr.  Y/.J.  Birchall  on  active 
service  I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Rural  Districts  of  Chester  and 
Tarvin  for  the  year  ending  31st  December  1942. 

As  in  previous  years,  for  reasons  of  security  figures 
of  population  have  been  omitted  from  the  published  report,  in 
accordance  vjith  instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

A  survey  of  the  Vital  Statistics  indicates  a  favourable 
state  of  affairs  regarding  the  Health  of  the  Districts . 

Infectious  Diseases  again  maintained  a  lov;  level  during 
the  third  full  year  of  wartime  conditions , 

The  campaign  for  the  Immunisation  of  Children  against 
Diphtheria  showed  further  satisfactory  progress,  and  very  few 
cases  of  this  disease  wore  notified. 

A  great  number  of  the  children  evacuated  to  the 
District  from  vulnerable  areas  in  1941  returned  to  their  homes 
during  the  year  and  no  more  have  been  received  in  this  area. 

Civil  Defence  Services  have  been  maintained  in  a 
state  of  preparedness.  Lectures  on  subjects  connected  with 
Civil  Defence  were  held,  and  these  together  with  numerous  exercises 
have  kept  the  interest  of  the  personnel  unabated.

Since  January  1939  a  grand  total  of  1381  diildren  have  been 
immunised  in  the  Chester  Rural  District,  and  a  grand  total  of  2358 
in  the  Tarvin  Rural  District. 

It  is  again  necessary  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  in 
a  small  percentage  of  cases,  the  immunisation  is  apparently 
ineffective  in  so  far  as  a  small  percentage  of  children  subsequently 
suffer  from  Diphtheria  in  a  modified  and  milder  form. 

The  serum  recommended  for  use  is  A.P.T.  (Alum  Precipated  Toxoid) 
in  2  injections  with  a  minimum  of  2  weeks  betw^een  each  injection.

WAT3R .  The  v/hole  of  the  District  comprising  50  Parishes  has  now  a 
piped  supply  available,  with  the  exception  of  the  Parish  of  Claverton 
which  is  v\rithout  any  dwellings,  and  the  Brown  Heath  portion  of  the 
Parish  of  Ghristleton,  but  here  water  of  a  satisfactory  standard  is 
available  from  wells.  It  is,  however,  hoped  that  on  the  cessation 
of  hostilities  a  piped  supply  will  be  made  available. 

The  undertakers  supplying  the  district  are  the  West  Cheshire 
Water  Board,  the  Chaster  Waterworks  Company,  the  Wrexham  and  East 
Denbighshire  Water  Company,  in  addition  to  your  own  borehole  at 
Plemstall . 

Throughout  the  year  the  supply  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained, 
and  the  trouble  of  inadequacy  of  supply  in  the  Parish  of  Eccleston  has 
now  been  overcom.e,  the  Wrexham  and  East  Denbighshire  Water  Company 
having  installed  a  Booster  plant  and  elevated  reservoir  to  give  the 
necessary  pressure  to  afford  a  constant  supply  in  this  Parish.  Periodic 
samples  of  water  have  been  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  and 
chemical  analysis  which  have  proved  the  various  supplies  to  be  of  a 
satisfactory  quality. 

Arising  out  of  the  hardness  of  the  v/ater  from  the  Council’s 
borehole  at  Plemstall  arrangements  are  in  hand  for  the  descaling  of 
back  boilers  by  means  of  a  liquid  known  as  "Scruffite'' ,  the  demon¬ 
stration  of  v/hich  has  shown  that  this  is  likely  to  prove  a  very 
useful  substitute  for  the  Softening  Plant,  provision  of  which  is 
held  over  till  the  cessation  of  hostilities. 

The  number  of  connections  made  to  the  Council’s  main  during  the 
year  under  review  is  26. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


LITTLETON.  The  Tarvin  Road  section  of  this  Scheme  is  not  made 
sufficient  use  of  due  to  shortage  of  labour  and  materials.  The 
conversion  of  drainage  systems  from  Septic  Tank  and  Filter  systems 
to  individual  houses  is  one  of  the  outstanding  post  war  schemes.  The 
Pearl  Lane  section  has  been  in  use  since  1939  and  conversions  of 
individual  properties  are  complete. 

GREAT  BOUGHT ON.  Post  war  schemes  of  sewerage  are  evident  in  the 

Pipers  Ash  area  and  the  extension  of  the  Tarvin  Road  area  to  couple 
up  with  the  Littleton  scheme. 

UPTON.  The  whole  of  this  Parish  is  sufficiently  sewered  to  meet 
the  present  development  but  it  is  anticipated  that  any  further  extensive 
development  will  require  an  enlargement  of  the  present  sewerage  system 
which  is  now  taxed  almost  to  capacity. 

CHRI3TLST0N.  Extension  of  the  existing  sewerage  scheme  is  urgently 
required  to  satisfy  the  requiremeitits  of  the  Plough  Lane  and  Brown 
Heath  areas  of  this  Parish. 

ROWTON.  The  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  this  Parish  in  conjunction 
with  a  portion  of  the  '/Vaverton  Parish  in  the  Tarvin  Rural  District 
is  one  v/hich  is  in  need  of  attention,  and  is  further  evidence  of  post 
war  v/ork. 

Other  parishes  which  require  sewerage  schemes  are  Barrow,  Dunliam 
Hill,  Guilden  Sutton,  and  Great  and  Little  Saughall  together  with 
Mollington,  The  Great  and  Little  Saughall  schemes  are  an  old  story 
dating  back  to  the  last  v/ar,  but  a  temporary  Sewage  Works  is  to  be  put

in  hand  to  deal  with  the  existing  sewer  in  the  parish  of  Great 
Saughall  to  tide  over  the  present  difficulties  till  such  time  as  the 
proper  schema  can  he  put  dovm.  Dodleston  sev/erage  must  also  be  the 
subject  of  being  made  fully  comprehensive. 

Private  sewerage  schemes  are  provided  in  the  Parishes  of 
Eccleston,  Saighton,  Aldford,  Eaton  and  Pulford.  These  schemes  are 
not  entirely  comprehensive  and  should  be  made  so. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  prevent  the  pollution 
of  ^certain  stream's  in  the  district,  and  the  River  Gowey  has  been 
cleansed  by  the  Rivers  Catchment  Board. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE.  Those  two  services  are  carried  out 
by  direct  labour  assisted  by  a  hired  lorry  and  labour,  and  in  one 
instance  by  Contract.  During  the  year  under  review,  a  now 
Scavenging  Lorry  was  purchased  on  permit  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Transport,  and  this  came  into  commission  in  the  month  of  November 
thus  enabling  a  weekly  collection  service  to  be  afforded  to  the 
Parishes  of  Upton  and  Gt .  Boughton  as  against  a  fortnightly  collection.

The  arrangements  in  force  during  1941  are  still  working 
satisfactorily  and  thanks  are  due  to  the  Vif.V.S.  for  the  very  able 
assistance  rendered  to  your  Council  by  their  efforts  in  developing 
a  comprehensive  system  of  Salvage  Stewards  and  central  collection 
dumps  from  which  regular  collections  v/ere  made  by  the  Van  provided 
by  you  for  the  use  of  the  members  of  the  W.V.S.

Dodleston  Home.  The  Sick  Bay  at  Dodleston  for  the  treatment  of 
minor  ailments  among  child  evacuees  was  brought  to  a  close  on  the 
27th  July  after  a  very  successful  and  useful  period  of  service,  having 
been  opened  on  the  29th  September  1939  so  that  almost  3  years  of 
restoration  of  child  health  were  brought  to  a  close. 

The  total  number  of  cases  admitted  during  the  year  was  43  of 
which  38  v/ere  scabies,  2  were  impetigo  and  3  scabies  and  impetigo.

Milk  Supply.  Inspections  of  Farm  Premises  are  carried  out  at 
irregular  intervals .  During  the  year  a  few  complaints  were  received 
of  dirty  milk  and  souring.  On  investigation,  the  dirty  milk  conplalnts 
were  found  to  be  due  to  rushing  either  the  work  of  sterilising  of 
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Milk  Supply  ( Cont d ) . 

receptacles  or  lack  of  care  in  milking  due  entirely  to  the  increased 
amount  of  work  now  required  to  he  undertaken  by  the  farming  community 
coupled  'With  the  shortage  of  labour.  The  souring  v/hilst  also 
contributable  to  lack  of  attention  in  milk  production  'was  found 
mostly  to  be  due  to  the  inadequacy  of  transport  and  very  late 
collections  of  milk  in  the  surcnmer  and  autumn  months  .  It  was  often 
the  case  that  milk  was  left  in  the  tankards  from  early  morning  till 
late  afternoon  in  the  full  glare  of  the  sun. 

It  was  noticeable  that  after  investigations  of  dirty  milk  in 
moat  cases  repeat  complaints  were  not  received  and  the  Farmers  are 
to  be  congratulated  for  maintaining  a  high  standard  of  quality  in 
face  of  the  prevailing  circumstances. 

Sampling  is  still  undertaken  by  the  County  Council  and  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries, 

Meat  and  other  Foods .  The  Centralised  Slaughterhouse  at  Shed  Lane 
for  the  slaughter  of  Pigs  under  the  Bacon  Board  Slaughter  Scheme  is 
still  retained  and  regularly  visited  each  week,  thougji  it  was  closed 
for  a  short  period  during  re-organisation  of  the  scheme.  The 
County  Mental  Hospital  slaughterhouse  is  retained  for  Institutional 
Slaughter  purposes  though  only  occasionally  used.

The  return  of  evacuees  to  their  homes  was 
accelerated  and  at  31st  December,  1942  the  number  remaining  in  this 
district  v/as  463,  compared  v/ith  2,577  at  the  end  of  the  previous 
year. 


The  Hostel  at  the  Beeches,  Malpas ,  continued  to  function  and  to 
provide  invaluable  accommodation  under  the  able  guidance  of  the 
Matron,  Miss  Southern,  for  children  unsuitable  for  billeting  for 
various  reasons,  and  for  relief  of  householders  in  emergency  etc.

Twenty- two  of  the  children  admitted  were  immunised  at  the  Hostel 
against  diphtheria,  twenty-eight  had  dental  treatment,  including 
extractions,  six  attended  Hoole  '^e  Clinic  and  were  fitted  with 
glasses,  one  attended  Chester  Royal  Inflr^nary  for  correction  of  squint, 
four  of  the  children  admitted  with  dirty  heads  also  had  scabies  and 
were  transferred  to  Stretton  Hall  Sick  Bay,  one  boy  underwent  an 
operation  for  undescended  testicles  at  Chester  Royal  Infirmary. 

Eleven  cases  of  Chicken  Pox  developed,-  five  of  which  were 
transferred  to  Stretton  Hall. 

One  boy,  admitted  in  1941  is  still  receiving  treatment  at  the 
Chester  Royal  Infirmary  for  fractured  Atlas  and  Axis  and  is  making 
good  progress , 

The  problem  of  giving  proper  treatment  to  child  evacuees 
suffering  from  scabies,  impetigo,  and  kindred  ailments,  which  had 
caused  such  concern  during  the  previous  year,  was  satisfactorily 
dealt  with  by  opening  -^he  Sick  Bay  at  Stretton  Hall  in  May  1942.

The  whole  of  the  district,  not  already  so  provided,  is  in  urgent 
need  of  an  adequate  and  wholesome  water  supply,  in  particular  the 
parishes  of  Bruen  Stapleford,  Caldecott,  Clotton  Hoofield,  Crewe-by- 
Parndon,  Duddon,  Poulk  Stapleford,  Golborne  David,  Handley,  Huxley, 

Newt on-by-Tattenhall,  Shocklach  Church,  Shocklach  Oviatt,  Tilston, 
part  of  V/averton,  Cuddington,  Thi’eapwood  and  Tushingham. 

( 2 )  DRAINAGE  SElfifERAGE . 

No  further  sewerage  schemes  can  be  carried  out  until  the 
cessation  of  hostilities.  Schemes  were  in  hand  at  the  outbreak  of 
war  for  the  parishes  of  Ashton,  Churton,  Parndon,  Kelsall,  Mouldsworth, 
Tarvin  and  Waverton,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  these  will  be 
proceeded  with  as  soon  as  conditions  permit,  as  modern  drainage 
facilities  are  urgently  required  in  these  parishes. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  in  spite  of  war  conditions  a 
number  of  houses  in  Tatt enhall  have  been  redrained,  provided  with 
water  closets  and  the  drains  connected  to  the  new  sewer,  Statutory 
Notices  having  been  served  where  this  was  urgently  required  on 
public  health  grounds;  in  other  cases  the  v;ork  was  carried  out 
voluntarily. 

Instances  of  pollution  of  streams  or  watercourses  continue  to  be 
discovered  by,  or  brought  to  the  notice  of,  the  Health  Department. 
Improvement  is  being  effected  by  careful  attention  to  the  drainage 
arrangements  of  all  new  premises  erected,  and  to  all  schemes  of 
redrainage  or  reconditioning. 

A  number  of  individual  cases  of  pollution  by  drainage  were 
dealt  v;ith  satisfactorily,  by  the  provision  of  adequate  systems  of 
drainage  and  sewage  disposal.

Collection  of  house  refuse  in  the  parishes  of  Ashton,  Parndon, 
Handley,  Kelsall,  Mouldsworth,  Malpas ,  Tattenhall  and  Tarvin  has  been 
continued,  vrtiile  a  fortnightly  collection  of  Salvage  Materials  is 
carried  out  throughout  the  Rural  District. 

The  weight  of  Salvage  Materials  collected  by  the  Councils ’ 
vehicles  from  premises  in  the  rural  district  during  the  year  ended 
31.3.43  was  226  tons,  11  cwts ,  85  lbs,  which  realised  the  sum  of 
£1,045.  4s.  3d. 

The  total  actual  cost  of  house  refuse  and  salvage  collection 
services,  which  are  operated  as  a  combined  scheme,  for  the  year  ended 
31.3.43  was  £1,836.  183.  Id.  The  income  derived  from  sales  of 
salvage  materials,  mentioned  above,  reduced  this  to  an  actual  net 
expenditure  on  the  two  services  of  £791.

A  large  number  of  farms  v^here  milk  is  produced  fall  a  long  way

Government  control  of  slaughtering  was  continued  throughout  the 
year,  slaughtering  of  animals  for  human  consumption  being  carried  out 
at  the  Central  Slaughterhouse,  Newton  Lodge,  Newton-hy-Tatt enhall . 

Slaughter  House  Licences  v/ere  renewed  in  the  two  instances,  in 
respect  of  premises  where  casualty  animals  are  dealt  withj  in  all 
other  cases,  licences  of  private  slaughterhouses  are  regarded  as 
being  in  abeyance  while  control  of  slaughtering  continues. 

A  licence  in  respect  of  Knacker’s  Yard  premises  was  renewed.  No 
complaints  regarding  these  premises  were  received  during  the  year. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  efficient  meat  inspection,  the 
centralisation  of  slaughtering  enables  the  Councils ’  inspectors  to 
carry  out  100%  inspection  at  the  one  central  slaughterhouse,  whereas 
formerly  slaughtering  was  carried  out  in  a  large  number  of  private 
slaughterhouses  scattered  throughout  the  district,  rendering  the 
task  of  the  inspectors  difficult,  if  not  impossible. 

Details  of  animals  slaughtered  at  the  Central  premises  during 
the  year,  with  particulars  of  each  class  of  animal  found  unfit  for 
food  are  given  below  in  the  form  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health:-

10  Samples  of  Milk.  Two  of  the  samples  taken  from  a  farmer 

whilst  the  churns  v/ere  in  course  of  transit 
to  a  Dairy  Company  and  were  found  to 
contain  9.4^  and  of  extraneous  water 

respectively.  The  seller  was  fined  a 
total  of  £10  and  £2.  2s.  Od.  costs  on  two 
summonses . 

Similarly  of  two  other  samples  in  course 
of  delivery  to  another  Dairy  Company  one 
contained  9.8^  of  extraneous  water,  and 
this  latter  sample  was  also  deficient  in 
fat  to  the  extent  of  14.9^.  This  farmer 
was  fined  a  total  of  £10  together  v\?ith 
£2.  2s,  Od,  costs. 

In  four  instances  v/here  the  samples  were 
found  to  vary  from  the  standard  by  the 
following  amounts  i.e.  13^'  and  2,2^  deficleni 
in  fat,  1*9^  and  4.1^  deficient  in  non¬ 
fatty  solids,  -  the  sellers  wore  cautioned. 

No  action  was  taken  in  respect  of  the  two 
remaining  samples  certified  as  being 
slightly  below  standard.
